WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The most salient feature of the canned goods market, or 
rather the canned goods world, this week has been the cold 
spell of weather which has spread, like a pall, over the entire 
country, or at least that portion of it in which canned goods are 
now being packed. It appears like a very early opening of the 
fall season ; in fact it does not seem possible that fall can yet be 
with us, but it certainly does feel as if this were the case. 

Just what effect this will have on the crops yet in the field, 
and the great majority of them are there yet, is difficult to say. 
The drouth in the eastern section has been relieved in spots, but 
speaking generally there is much need of rain, and good long 
rains at that. The earth has become hard ana dry, and from 
almost every section come reports that the crops are drying up, 


‘and will yield but very poorly. The cool weather is, if any- 


thing, a blessing under such a condition, for if we had had ex- 
tremely hot weather ov top of the dryness there would have 
been but one result—destruction of the crops of corn and toma- 
toes. As it is we are inclined to believe the cool weather will 
prolong the yielding time of these crops and so increase the 
amount received. 

Tomatoes will certainly be benefited by the cooler weather, 
and continue to yield a better class of fruit, though more slowly. 
It will be difficult to get a good high color tomato under such 
circumstances, but the meat of the tomato should be firmer and 
better, and this is of really more importance, or should be, than 
the color. The trouble with much of the small fruits and some 
of the other crops this season has been that they were so soft 
and watery, that when iu the cans they went to pieces and so 
turned out poor looking. If this cold weather has a tendency 
to correct this feature we will have nothing to complain of. 


In the meantime the canneries have been running pretty 
full upon tomatoes, the crop coming on quite well, and of large 
enough proportions. Tomatoes have been arriving at this port 
in good quantities, and have been selling at very low prices. 
In fact they have been lower in price than for some years, fol- 
lowing suit to almost every article this season. A reason for 


: 
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this may be found in the.fact that the canners are not falling 
over themselves to get them, as they have no anxiety. to surpass 
all previous records in the amount of goods they get up this 
season. 

Our ‘‘Crop Correspondence’’ column will show that the 
Southwest is in a very bad way regarding its tomatoes, and that 
it now looks as if that section will not get more than a quarter, 
or at most a half pack of this article. Ohio and Indiana are 
having much trouble with their crops, and canners there expect 
to fall short of their actual requirements. Some of them have 
been in this market seeking to cover their contracts. This fear 
may be a trifle early, for the season is expected to extend 
through this month at least ; but it can also be taken as certain 
that those firms now in the market know what conditions are 
and what they have to expect. It is now heard on all sides 
that 6734c. tomatoes must cease, and every day finds more and 
more canners of this opinion. They are setting 75c. as the 
price, and intend to work to get it. 


This Eastern section, even extending up into Maine, is ex- 
periencing a poorer yield of sugarcorn than for many years. 
The weather has played havoc with this crop, and it will take’a 
very late frost to allow the packers to come out anywhere near 
even with an average pack. Harford County, with its usual 
good luck, is coming through somewhat better than some other 
sections, but even at that is not nearits last year’s average 
per acre. 

The West, while getting very fine quality, which is true of 
all the corn this year in every section, is not receiving from its 
contracted acreage, the yield it has a right to expect. All 
summed up, there seems no likelihood of getting a full average 
pack of corn this season by a considerable margin. Of course 
the carry over from last year is there to make up this deficiency, 
but even that is being rapidly cut down. Packers know the 
value of their holdings and they are doing well to hold for better 
prices. Everything seems to point to a realization of their hopes. 
The jobbers are as wide awake to the situation as usual, but 
have not their usual nerve to place orders fully covering their 
wants. 

In the general canned goods market of this city there are 
few changes to note. Berries of all kinds are hardening in their 
prices, as we have intimidated would be the case, the lowest 
figures being dropped out. 

Peaches are also showing the effort of an improved demand, 
and are gaining in strength, if not actually showing advances in 
figures. There have been some very fine peaches brought to 
this market this week and the canners were not slow to take 
advantage of them. There have been possibly more peaches 
packed in this market this season than for some years, due to 
the fact that warehouses here were empty. But the user and 


dealers in them are making the expected kick about paying the © 


advanced prices. We heard one quite large user of gallon pie 
peaches complain bitterly of having to pay an advance of 8oc. 


on his unpeeled stock this year, but when the price he was pay- 
ing for green fruit was called to his attention he saw the reason 
and accepted his purchase without more grumblings. 

Peas are without change in prices and the demand is show- 
ing some increase. Jobbers are beginning to lay in their sup- 
plies in somewhat better shape than formerly, buying in better 
sized lots, as they see there is little, if anything, to be gained 
by further waiting. But the old tendency to try to cut prices 
on all lines still holds them in its grasp, and they are very slow 
to admit the necessity of higher prices and the probability of 
still higher prices to come. 

Canners’ metals show no changes whatever, and the market 
is dragging on as it has for many months. Can companies are 
still busy as bees shipping out their can orders, and this gives 
an appearance of hustle to the railroads and shipping sections. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘*The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, Sept. Ist, 1909. 
A Cold Wave.—The weather for nearly a week past has 
been frigid. People have discarded their straw hats and shirt 
waists, and have put on derbys and overcoats. The weather is 
having a retarding effect on all crops, but it is hoped that it will 
not last. 


Delivery of Futures.—Raspberries, strawberries, cherries, 
blackberries, gooseberries and peas have all been delivered and 
distributed, and the buyers are apparently well satisfied with 
the new pack. 


Canned Tomatoes.—A speculative feeling is abroad in the 
land on canned tomatoes. The crop East is reported to be very 
much affected'by bad weather, and fancy red ripe whole toma- 
toes will be hard to find this year, unless the late crop of toma- 
toes proves better than expected. 


I saw a cigar box filled with tomatoes received by a local 
broker from Harford County, Maryland. It contained about 
one dozen tomatoes, all affected by what is variously called scald, 
sunburn or blister, one side of the fruit being white and dead, 
or withered. The sender stated that the crop was widely so 
affected throughout Maryland, but his impressions may be gained 
from the failure of the early tomato crop and the late crop may 
be equal to all requirements for canning purposes. 


It is thought by buyers that a partial crop failure would be 
of great benefit to all parties, packers, growers, wholesalers and 
retailers, the only parties not likely to be benefited being the 
brokers, but who cares for the broker—his interests are seldom 
regarded. The brokers attitude reminds me of that of the Wind 
in the verse:

And vet the broker is a most useful and valuable adjunct to the 
canned goods business and a most frightfully undervalued and 
underpaid intermediary. 

Canned Corn.— The big Western factories are all busy 
packing corn. The quality of the Illinois crop is said to be 
superior to any ever packed. The Gibson Canning Company, 
of Gibson, Illinois, has issued about one thousand invitations to 
its customers in Chicago and elsewhere to visit the factory 
during the corn canning season. The Illinois Canning Co. is 
running full capacity, so Iam told, and the quality of corn being 
canned is superb. 

Bank Failure Hurts.—The suspension of payment by the 
Tipton (Indiana) National Bank hasembarrased several Indiana 
canning establishments, so I am told. 

The bank has resumed, but under new management, and 
their extensions of credit have been restricted. Quite a heavy 
run was made on the bank, and its line of deposits being greatly 
depleted, it is not in a position to extend accomodations to those 
who have heretofore relied upon it. 

I understand that growers of tomatoes and corn in that 
section of the State are greatly disturbed over conditions that 
exist because of this bank failure. 

Salmon Confirmations.—I am told that sales of salmon 
subject to approval af price have not been generally confirmed 
except as to sockeye salmon and by houses that have sold freely 
of futures. 

Jobbers do not like the price of $1.15 f. 0. b. Pacific Coast 
for standard Red Alaska 1-lb. tall, in fact, the price has already 
been shaded by Griffith-Durney, of San Francisco, for the 
canneries which they especially represent, and probably will be 
by others. 


Jobbers are getting wise to the fact that it costs more to 
carry a big jag of salmon over during the winter than it profits 
them, and have been figuring interest and storage, against the 
usual failure on the part of ‘salmon to advance in price enough 
to cover these expenses, and they are to a greater or less extent 
refusing to confirm contracts or carry the stock over through 
the winter. Ji) 5 

Grocery Trade.—The wholesale grocers of Chicago have 
had a big August, in some respects one of the largest in volume 
of business they have ever had. 

As compared with August, 1908, their sales have been 
enormously greater, and both sales and profits have been for 
August far ahead of those of 1906-1905-1904, though not equal 
to those of 1907, a most phenomenal year of boom and 
speculation. 

The business done this year is on a conservative basis, and 
very low range of prices, but the percentage of profits is good. 

Bank Clearings.—The reported increase in August of the 
sales of wholesale grocers of Chicago is confirmed by the bank 
clearings which all during August have exceeded those of a 
corresponding period in 1908 by 25 to 30 per cent. Business, 
however, is really larger even in bulk, as goods are cheaper 
than they were last year in many lines, especially in canned 


goods.

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NEW YORK MARKET..| 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, September 1.—The week has been rather quiet 
and uninteresting, with trade limited to relatively small lots, 
but with holders firm in their views regarding prices. The 
situation in that respect has not changed materially, though it 
must be said that there has been plenty of attempts to shake 
the determination of holders to maintain their quotations re- 
gardless of circumstances. Asa whole the market may be said 
to be reasonably firm, though here and there a weak spot has 
developed. The outlook is still regarded as favorable, though 
the improvement expected does not seem to be materially differ- 
ent from what it has been for the past few weeks. 

Tomatoes.—The market is unsettled, but the tendency is 
upward, due to continued free buying in the South by western 
packers who are unable to fill their contracts from their own 
stocks. The crop in that section is reported an almost total 
failure. Prolonged dry weather in the South has contributed 
somewhat to the strength of sellers’ views. It looks like more 
or less difficulty there respecting the coming pack. This reason 
is not accepted, since heretofore dry weather at this season has 
always been accepted as favorable, while wet weather invariably 
was looked upon as likely to cause serious damage if long con- 


tinued. It is hard to secure full standard 3s below 67%4c. regu- 
lar terms, f. 0. b. factory, and one broker says that it is doubt- 
ful if he could get any business through at that price. Other 
brokers say they could pick up car lots here and there at 65c. 
regular terms f.o. b. factory if they had orders for them. 
Local jobbers show little interest, manifesting no faith in the 
stronger tone of the market or the reasons advanced for it. 


Corn.—Business is slow, but there is no pressure to sell. 
The crop outlook is too uncertain to permit of much attempt to 
force business until it is better known what to expect. The 
situation remains, therefore, about as it has been with most 
holders firm and ‘buyers vainly trving to force down prices to 
meet their own ideas. 


Peas.—The market is quiet, with sales restricted to the 
actual necessities of the daily trade. Not much business out- 
side of that is being done. Buyers are awaiting deliveries on 
contracts, but in those grades which are known to be short they 
are filling out purchases from packers who haveasurplus. The 
tone of the market is firm and the price tendency, so far as it 
has manifested itself, is upward. 

Fruits.—Considerable inquiry has developed for gallon 
apples, but little or no business results since this inquiry is met 
by refusals to consider sales. The crop conditions do not en- 
courage much business at present. Some packers are declining 
to book further orders, pending the outcome of the pack. 
Others are accepting small lot orders, but are wary about ex- 
tending their operations very considerably. California fruits 
are firm, but quiet, with sales restricted by the upward tendency 
of prices. 

Salmon.—The demand for all grades of sockeye and red 
Alaska salmon at the opening prices named last week continues 
active. The buying of red Alaska has been unprecedentedly 
heavy, and it is intimated that the larger packing interests are 
already closely sold up. There are persistent rumors of cutting 
prices by the practice of splitting commissions, but these rumors 
are as persistently denied. Still it is done every year and is 
not impossible this year. 

Sardines.—The market is dull and unchanged, with sales 
restricted to small quantities, and with prices rather unsettled 
and uncertain.

Among the articles on which sales have increased 
is canned goods. ‘‘St. Augustine (Florida) buys our Canned 
Guods,’’ says the ‘‘ Baltimore News,’’ in it special Bulletin for 
the propagation of friendly relations between this city and the 
South, and the merchants say the sales can be increased if the 
business will be solicited. 

Personally, it doesn't make any difference to us whether 
they buy here, there or elsewhere, but we hope they do buy 
canned goods, and sell more of them than they ever saw before.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCcIsco, CAL., August 28, 1909. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the reports that come from 
the Northwest indicate that a big run of sockeye salmon has 
been in progress and is still continuing, the general impres- 
sion appears to prevail among canning interests here that the 
pack will be far short of what had been anticipated earlier in 
the season. There have been times during the present season 
when more fish have been caught than could be cared for on the 
spot, but the lateness of the season when the run commenced, 
coupled with the fact that many of the smaller canneries have 
not been able to pack as many fish as they had calculated upon, 
is resulting in a pack that is in the nature of a disappointment. 
There has also been difficulty in securing labor, for experienced 
hands have been scarce and much of the work has been done by 
persons who have never worked in a cannery before. From 
Bellingham, Wash., comes the news that a decided lull in the 
sockeye run is to be noticed, and the all important question is 
whether the run will continue to decline from now on, or 
whether it is only a temporary falling off. With the decrease 
in the run, canneries are able to handle their catches with ease 
and no more sockeye salmon are being sent to the canneries on 
the Columbia river as was the case shortly after the run com- 


menced. The number of humpback salmon being taken in the 
traps with the sockeyes is reported to be less than has been the 
case since the opening of the season. About six per cent of the 
fish taken are humpbacks. 

From the Columbia river comes the reports that the run of 
chinook salmon there has shown no improvement, and only a 


partial pack will be put up. Several of the packers have put 
up sockeyes sent down from the Puget Sound, but there is a 
fear expressed that there may be difficulty in disposing of this 
fish at satisfactory prices, because the Columbia river packers 
have never before offered this fish, and therefore have no regu- 
lar market. However, as the U. S. Government has declared 
that the blueback of the Columbia is in reality the sockeye, 
packers on the Columbia may secure new labels for the former 
and thus create a market for sockeyes. Realizing the value of 
the sockeye salmon, F. A. Seufert of Portland, Ore., a well 
known Columbia river packer, has resolved to take the initiative 
in an effort to stock the Columbia with this specie of the sal- 
mon family. He will first take-up the subject with the Oregon 
delegation at Washington and ask the Bureau of Fisheries to 
procure 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 sockeye eggs atnually for the 
next four years to be hatched and planted in the Columbia; 
second, he will propose that the packers on the Columbia sub- 
scribe to a fund for the same purpose. 

The Klamath Packing & Trading Company’s power boat 
Katata arrived at Eureka, Cal., recently with a cargo of salmon 
that could not be handled by the cannery on the Klamath river. 
There is a phenomenal run of fish now on, on that stream, and 
the fishermen are making record catches. 

The run of sockeye salmon has been so poor to date on the 
Fraser river, and the loss to packers and fishermen so great as 
to induce the British Columbia Packers’ Association to send a 
telegram to L. P. Brodeur, Canadian Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, asking that the fishing season be extended. The 
pack is just about one-half of what it should be at this date. 

One hundred Japanese cannery workers in the Coast can- 
nery at Anacortes, Wash., struck recently for a change in con- 
ditions and were replaced by white help. W. A. Lowman, 
owner of the cannery, states that he will never again employ 
Oriental labor.

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The records for the salmon catch in Monterey Bay are now 
at hand, and show.that the Pacific Fish Company of Monterey, 
Cal., handled 400,547 pounds of salmon, and the Booth com- 
pany 625,000 pounds, : 

The Six Chinese Companies, one of the most powerful of 
the Chinese commercial concerns in San Francisco, are making 
plans to establish a fish cannery at "McAee’s Beach, Mon- 
terey, Cal. 

Exports by sea of canned salmon from San Francisco dur- 
ing the month of July were 3,496 cases as compared with 1,710 
cases in 1908. 

The Griffith-Durney Co. is making an estimate of the 
probable extent of the sockeye pack as follows: British Colum- 
bia, 557,000 cases, and Puget Sound, 650,000 cases. If this is 
anywhere nearly correct the pack will be a great disappointment 
to everyone connected with the industry, as it will be practically 
a million cases short of the records of the 1905 pack, and over a 
million and a quarter cases short of the 1901 pack. Owing to 
the short pack of chinooks and the medium sized pack of Alaska 
reds, the canned salmon situation appears to be stronger than 
ever with the probabilities of higher prices than usual. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association gives the follow! 
ing summary of the canned fruit situation as it appears at the 
present time: 

The situation is very strong on the whole line, the demand 
continues active, while the pack will be far short of last season. 
Apricots are closely cleaned up, and indeed, lower grades are 
oversold. The season for blackberries is now over, and the 
pack will be below the normal quantity. The low prices on 
cherries have stimulated the demand, and the short pack here 
and in Oregon is nearly cleaned up. A few odd lots have been 
offered at reduced prices, but new pack goods are in a strong 
position. The heavy demands of the green fruit shippers have 
kept the pack of Bartlett pears down to small figures, and prices 


will be advanced. Peaches are in steady demand, owing to the 
short crop in the eastern States, and there can be no question 
that the market is firmly established for the year. There will 
be further advances and withdrawals, and the trade that has 
not anticipated its requirements is taking serious chances. 

The first large shipment of California canned fruits to be 


‘made this season has just gone to sea in the steamer Nebraskan 


of the American-Hawaiian line. Most of the canned fruit will 


be taken to New York, though a portion of the cargo is billed 


for Europe. More than 5,000 tons of California products are in 
the shipment. 

While there have been several sales of future tomatoes for 
2%s, there have been no advance sales of gallons reported. 
The packing season is now on in earnest, and prices are antici- 
pated shortly. The California Fruit Canners’ Association will 
put up its pack of the Del-Moute brand in sanitary cans, and 
will use the No. 3 tins only for this. 

Mr. Eli Gordon of the Pacific Coast Oyster Company has 
returned from a six week’s visit to the oyster beds in the 
Northwest.

In regard to the above, the Deming & Gould Co., Chicago, 
over whose signature the prices appear, have the following 
to say: 

‘*The 1909 pack of sockeye salmon on Puget Sound and 
Fraser river is not up to expectations as to quantity. There 
was a heavy run, but the fish came with a rush and the run was 
of short duration. Very few packers were prepared for such 
an emergency, consequently a much lighter pack has been made 
than was anticipated. 

‘*‘While we expect an active demand for sockeye salmon, 
both at home and abroad, as stocks are low, under no circum- 
stances will we sell all of our pack at any price, as we propose 
to carry over a portion in this, ‘the big year,’ in order to help 
out on the three ‘lean’ years ahead of us, thereby making sock- 
eyes available every year, although necessarily not at as low 
prices as are now being quoted. 

‘‘On all orders for all grades booked subject to buyers’ ap- 
proval of price and confirmed by September 4, 1909, we guaran- 
tee 100 per cent. delivery.’’ 


he Peach Crop in Essex, Canada. 


Fruit growers around Kingsville, Leamington and Olinda, 
which section constitutes the peach belt of Essex, are congratu- 
lating themselves on the promising outlook for the peach crop 
this year, which, they predict, will be unusually large. 

Early in the Spring considerable anxiety was felt over the 
rapid spread of curl leaf among the different orchards. While 
curl leaf has been attacking the trees for several years, the 
spread this year seemed much larger than usual. The trees 
were not affected by it as much as usual, which is accounted 
for among the growers by the fact that the trees came through 
the winter in much better condition than they generally do. 


It is estimated among the fruit growers that the yield of 
peaches this year will be half as much again as last year, and 
the crop last year was considered fair. 

While the crop will be much larger this year, the indica- 
tions are that the fruit will be smaller in size on account of the 
drouth, which causes a shrinkage in the fruit. 

Many of the fruit growers have been at work during the 
past month thinning out the peaches on the trees, as the sone 
are bearing so heavily that thinning is imperative. 

J. C. Duke, who owns a fruit farm near Olinda, is the larg- 
est grower in the peach belt, and is considered the most reliable 
authority on fruit raising in the county. Mr. Duke has about 
thirty-five acres of peach trees, and estimates that they will 
yield him this year about ten thousand baskets of peaches.— 
CANADIAN GROCER.

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Less Future Canned Goods. 


From all over the country come reports from grocers that 
they have contracted for less future canned goods this year than 
heretofore. 

A great many have not contracted for any, but say they are 
going to depend on the market from week to week for their 
supplies. This is certainly an encouraging sign of the times, 
for the average retail grocer is in no position to tie up a consid- 
erable part of his capital in one class of goods for several months 
in the year. 


It may be expedient for the grocer who wants to get his 


best trade, or who has already got his best trade over onto a 
particular brand for which he has, perhaps, the exclusive sale 
for his section, to contract ahead for goods of that brand, but as 
for the average line of canned goods, it is poor policy for gro- 
cers to contract ahead for them, for it is simply a speculation, 
and in the majority of instances, he will not make any money 
by this process, to say nothing of the fact that his capital is 
tied up. 

It is not the men who pride themselves on having heavy 
stocks of goods who are making money in the grocery business, 
but rather it is those who carry a moderate stock, buying as 
they need to, from day to day or from week to week, and man- 
age at all times to have some ready cash with which to take 
advantage of unusual offers, the latter being made, as a rule, 
only to those who are prompt in meeting their obligations. It 
is the grocer who buys as he needs to, avoids being overloaded 
with any one class of goods, who uses modern methods, who is 
and will continue to be successful.—GROcCERS’ MAGAZINE,

The juice of half a lemon in a cup of hot water on awakening in the 
morning is an excellent liver corrective and successful substitute for 
calomel and other alternative « rugs. 


A dash of lemon juice in plain water makes a cleansing tooth wash, not 
only. removing the tartar, but sweetening the breath. 


A lotion ot lemon juice and rose water will remove tan and whiten 
the skin. 


Lemon juice with olive oil is far superior to vinegar for salad dressing— 
equal parts being used for blending. 


Lemon ju ce and loaf sugar is good for hoarseness. 


Outward application of the juice allays irritation caused by insect 
bites. 


If when boiling sago or rice a teaspoouful of lemon juice is added the 
kernels will be whiter and a delicate flavor imparted. 


An old-fashioned remedy for croup is honey, alum and lemon juice. 


Salt and lemon juice will remove rust stains from white goods. 


After the juice is extracted, the rind dipped in salt cleanses brass 


beautifully and conveniently. It also removes unsightly stains from the 
hands. 


For flavoring cookery lemon juice is unexcelled. 


After the pulp is removed the skids make dainty receptacles for serv- 
ing salads, ices, etc. 


Tough meat can be made tender by adding a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice to the water in which it is boiled.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The fact that the carry over of canned goods from 1909 to 
__Ig10 is going to be light in all lines, commences to take definite 
shape. 
The full gamut has not yet been reached, and there may be 
some of the lines given full time before we are done, but reports 
do not-indicate this now. 


After the two years of drought of orders, it is well that we 
are face to face with a lean year, for this will give an oppor- 
tunity to the pendulum of prices to swing slightly to the other 
side. The canners are about due a turn better. 


But if the canners have felt the depression in the lack of 
orders, and the loss of profits, what about the supply men of all 
kinds wio have been so badly overlooked this year? It has 
possibly been the worst year these industries have ever experi- 
enced, in connection with the canned goods business. 


Never in the history of the business have so few orders been 
placed for machinery and supplies as during the year 1909. 
What business was done covered but a few weeks at most, and 
the intervening time was put in by the sellers in efforts to get 
orders. So the canners were not the only ones due to complain. 


But we believe this nightmare of dullness and disappoint- 
ment for both hasabout passed. Due to the light packing of all 
lines of canned goods, demand has caused a raise in most of the 
goods already, and the others are certain to follow. 

With increased orders at better prices the canners will real- 
ize at least some profit, even if upon a smaller amount of business 
than formerly; and with this profit and improved outlook, they 
will come into the market this fall and winter for more supplies 
than they have bought in any one year for consumption. 


The spirit and intention to improve their factories in their 
appearance and capacity has net been wanting; but they have 
lacked the heart to buy when they could not sell the goods on 
hand. Now that this condition has been all changed they will 
carry out their intentions; give care to every detail of possible 
improvement, and make the fine showing they had hoped to 
make this season. Things are indeed brighter and they will 
grow still brighter as the end of the year approaches. 


Canned goods packers will not endorse the sentiments 
expressed by a writer in the LovISVILLE COURIER JOURNAL, 
in their entirety, but they will heartily endorse Dr. Wiley and 
all that he has done in his battle for better foods, and more of 
them. Speaking of the recent meeting at Denver, this writer says: 

The Benzoate Decision. 

The victory of Secretary Wilson in the fight at Denver over 
the question of indorsing the use of benzoate as a food preserva- 
tive will be considered, and probably rightly considered, the 
beginning of the end of rigid regulation of food products to 
provide for their purity. 

It is unfortunate for the country, and it will prove unfor- 


_tunate for those responsible for the changed attitude of the 


Government, that Dr. Harvey W. Wiley’s work, which has been 
commended by the people regardless of party affiliation, is now 
frowned upon as a form of ‘‘ meddling with business.’’ 

Dr. Wiley, as a tireless worker for pure food, has made an 
enviable record in office. Gifford Pinchot as a forester has made 
a good record. Mr. Cannon, who has been a barnacle upon the 
keel of the ship of state fora period of time that shows how 
patient the public is, was as unfriendly to pure food legislation 
as he was to the enactment of the Appalachian bill which is 
smothered with his ‘‘little supreme court’’ when it was thought 
that he had been smoked out and brought to bay. And Mr. 
Cannon played a prominent part in the enactment of the first 
law for which the Taft administration is responsible, an abortive 
tariff measure thoroughly satisfactory to the interests in the 
divinity of whose rights Mr. Cannon has always believed. It is 
something more than a coincidence that movements now develop 
simultaneously against pure food and conservation, with the 
protectionist monstrosity newly upon the statute books.”’ 


The canned goods packers, through their National Associa- 
tion, have but recently written Secretary Wilson, protesting 
against any change in the recent ruling which compels the 
name of the manufacturer to go with che serial number guar- 
antee. It will be remembered the Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection, in a recent decision, changed the wording of the 
guarantee clause, ‘‘Guaranteed under the National Pure Food 
& Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, Serial Number ,’ to thefol- 
lowing: ‘‘Guaranteed by (name of manufacturer) under 
the Food & Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, Serial No. ——.’’ 


_ And they did well to enter their protest against any change 
from this new ruling. It is exactly what the canned goods 
packers of the country want, and should have ; and if there are 
any who have not gone on recordjas opposed to a change back 
to the old form of guarantee, they should at once write the 
Secretary of Agriculture and make their position plain. Write 
and tell him to leave it alone as it is, and not to entertain any 
suggeston of change. 


Previous to this new ruling the canned goods packer had 
to furnish the jobber with his serial number so that it could be 
printed upon the jobber’s label, thus making him—the canner— 
responsible for the labeling of the goods, as well as for the 
goods inthe can. Now if the jobber wants the canner’s serial 


number on the label he must also take the name of the canner, 
and this means a step nearer the time when all labels will bear 
the name of the maker, as they should. 

No can of goods should ever be allowed to go out of the 
factory without the name of the canner being on it, to the end 
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that the canner will receive the credit or the blame for the 
goods, as the case may be. 

And when we have that name on all cans of goods we will 
soon learn who pack the good goods and who pack the poor 
ones; who benefit the industry by their work, and who help 
drag it down into the mire. 


It is not a nice expression, but avery apt one: ‘‘It is a 
dirty bird that soils its own nest.’’ But until we have a ruling 
like this, compelling the name on every can, it will be difficult 
to find out who are yuilty. With the name on the label we 
believe there will be very little complaint from this source, for 
he must be a peculiar man who does not take care of his own good 
name. It will be found he will call his seconds, seconds; his 
standards, standards; and his extras, extras; and in that day the 
packers will see the ropes cut from the damand for canned 
goods, and their consumption soar to heights that now make 
them dizzy to think about.

Hogging the Salmon. 


Accusation Against United States Fishermen—B. C. Cateh Not 
Up to Expectations. 


Provincial fisheries’ inspectors have obtained direct evi- 
dence that the United States trap owners are observing no close 
season whatever in regard to salmon fishing. They are sup- 
posed to close the traps for 36 hours each week, from Friday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock to Sunday morning at 4 o’clock, but 
Saturday when officials went to Point Roberts, they found 
the traps full of fish. The entrance to the traps can be blocked 
by unrolling a net, but this is unrolled only to the surface of 
the water. 


Prof. Prince also reports that he found the traps full of fish 
during thé close season on Saturday. Not only that but the 
Washington law says that gasoline boats must not be used to 
haul purse seines, yet not a rowboat can be found in use, every- 
body using gasolines. 

Those are two of the reasons that few fish are getting past, 
It is all the more irritating to the Canadians, since the fish are 
propagated in the Fraser river, and are bound back there to 
spawn, and yet Canada gets little benefit. The United States 
fishermen are hogging the fishing, evidently little caring if it is 
exterminated, as long as they make gain in the present. 

The season closed on August 25, and the British Columbia 
canners expect to have put up 400,000 cases, or just half what 
was expected, and for which preparations were made. The 
pack to date on Puget Sound is 650,000 cases. Word comes to 
hand from the Sound that the end of the run isin sight. A re- 
quest is being made to Ottawa to extend the open season, since 
none at all is observed on the other side of the line. —CANADIAN 
GROCER.

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Preservatives in Food. 


The following clipping, taken from the ‘‘Grocers Gazette’’ 
of London, is interesting ; not only that it shows the condition 
of things in England, but it also causes you to realize how much 


ahead of them is the United States in this respect :— 

The Local Government Board have just issued the reports of Dr. Buch- 
anan and Dr. S. Schryver on the use of formaldehyde for the preservation 
of meat, which has been brought to the notice of the board in connection 
with preparations of formaldehyde, which are offered to meat purveyors 
and cther dealers in per’shable foods, and the use of meat safes fitted with 
arrangements by which the meat can be fumigated by formaldehyde in the 
fumigation of the holds of vessels in which chilled meat is brought to this 
country from South America and elsewhere. Dr. Buchanan reports that 
solutions of formalin, cr preparations containing formaldehyde, are made 
by suitable dilution either of commercial formalin (a solution of 40 per 
cent of formaldehyde in water) or of special preparations which contain 
formaldehyde. ‘‘When formalin or its preparations are offered to or used 
by dealers in perishable foods,’’ Dr. Buchanan adds, ‘‘it may be presumed 
that the intention is frequently to employ the solution as a disinfectant 
or deodorant, 7 ¢., to conceal incipient decomposition, and to hide any 
smell of staleness or putrefaction—purposes for which formalin is well 
adapted. As an illustration may be mentioned a trade circular which 
lately came into my possession advertising a preservative which ‘arrested 
decay,’ was ‘non-poisonous and non-acid,’ and ‘of the greatest importance 
to poulterers and all dealers in perishable articles of food. A testimonial 
from a provision merchant attached to the circular read as follows: ‘It is 
only right that you should know that the treatment you gave my ktacon 
and cheese with , which were previously unfit for food, are now sale- 
able articles ; therefore you can supply me with a quantity convenient for 


my use.’ This preservative was found to be a viscous substance contain- 
ing common salt and glycerine, together with formaldehyde. There is no 
doubt that the virtues claimed for it would reside in the formaldehyde 
which it contains. There are substantial reasons for objecting to the pres- 
ence of formaldehyde in food stuffs. It is a very powertul disinfectant ; it 
may retard digestion, even when present in the food in comparatively 
large dilution ; and it readily combines with the protein constituents of 
foods, forming a compound which is less digestible than the original sub- 
stance. These objections to formaldehyde were considered by the Depart- 
ment Committee on Preservatives and Coloring Matters in Focds, 1901, 
which recommended that the use of formaldehyde or its preparations in 
foods or drinks be absolutely prohibited.”’ 


Returned American Goods. 


Vice-Consul-General Carl C. Hausen, of Bangkok, fur- 
nishes the following information concerning the refusal of pur- 
chasers of American products to accept them, and the reasons 
for such refusal : 

Recently two invoices for returned American goods have 
been certified to at this consulate. These goods were American 
saws, perfect as to order, except that a certain marking on the 
blade had been omitted. This office also recently certified to 
the fact that the labels on a lot of tinned American provisions 
were not identical with the labels or brand ordered, though the 
goods in other respects were quite up tothe mark. A claim for 
discount was made by the importer in this case. The people of 
the Orient having once bought a ‘‘good thing,’’ are very yar- 
ticular that when buying again they secure a similar thing in 
every respect as to shape, markings, and color. For many 
years quinine pills of a certain shape and color, made by an 
American firm, have been sold by the American medical mis- 
sionaries in the north of Siam, and now the people can not be 
induced to take any substitute that differs in the slightest way 
from what they have been used to buy, though you may assure 
them that the quality is quite the same.

A Discouraging Report. 


A daily paper of Baltimore, under date of August 30th, 
published a special report from Denton, Caroline Co., Md., in 
which it said a light rain visited that county on the 29th, but 
was not sufficient to benefit the tomato crop. The report says 
some growers and canners estimate that 25 per cent. of the crop 
was ruined in the past week, and the ‘‘output of canned toma- 
toes, which ten days ago promised to be extensive and profita- 
ble, will be very seriously curtailed.
